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WEATHER AND CROPS — 
Northern Alberta has enjoyed ideal 
growing weather so far this season. 
in the immediate vicinity of Edmon- 
ton frequent and copious showers of 
vain have provided plenty of moisture 
and although from some outlying dis- 
tricts com? reports of ecntinved dry 
weather, on the Whole the rainfall has 
bebn “ample. Saturday cvening’s 
heavy rain seems to baye been general 
and the zround has received a ther- 
ough soaking. The great amount c! 
bet, sunny weather, which we have 
had this year has had an exceeding- 
iy beneficial cfiect on the crops. The 
hot winds of last week, an unasual 
vhing in this district, tended to dry 
gut the straw and thus cause tbe 
grain t9 ripen more quickiy. 

The crops in all localities are head- 
ing out and the heads are noticeably 
larger than in previous yéars. In 
som: districts: oats and barley are a 
litle Jate but the present. splendid 
weather is bringing them on apace. 
The barley seems to be the best crop 
of all this season, especially in the 
locality of Edmonton. In all grains 
the straw this year is shorter, which 
fact is more of a blessing than. a 
drawback. In recent years, owing to 
the <zreat amount. of..moisture . the 
erops grew and kept on growing till 


im numerous cases they were upwards 


ef six feet in height. The result 


was that there was insufficient time 
for the grain to ripen after it stopped 
growing and it was damaged by the 
early frosts. This year there is very 
little of this. The hot weather has 
tended to ripen the grain quickly and 
any danger from frost is unlikely. 
One vesuliar feature of this’ fear’s 
erep is the immense - quantity. of 
weeds in it. Acre after acre is yel- 
low with oae or other species of the 


mustard family of plants. Many at- 


tribute this fact to the immense im-! 


portation of Ontario seed oats this 
spring. 

Another surprisinz feature of. the 
erep: is that in districts where Al- 
bert: raised cats were used almosi 
exelusively for seed the crops are of 
a better appearance and further ad- 
vance than inmany of the districts 
where Ontuerio. oats were used for 
seed. As 2 result of the sowing of 
this latter seed, in. many’ ‘localities 
the Canadian thistle is thriving lux- 
aurjantly. One=farmer-states that a 
number of years ago he imported On- 
tario oats for seed and that he has 
been fighting the Canadian » thistle 
ever since. He ‘now? refuses’ t6 sow 
anythinz but Alberta raised seed.
